In the JOURN.' L of November ad, 
Mr. Regensburg pul>li8hes an 
" Open Letter to Mr. Haus<^in," in 
which he claims that he did send 
me his resignation from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee on August 17th, 
and "that it caused your sudden 
decision to remove me from tlie Ex- 
ecutive Committee " 

I should not reply to this letter, 
as there is too much of this quar- 
relling for good of the N. A. D. 
But as Mr. Regensburg makes it a 
question of veracity, and as those 
who do not know nie may l>e in 
doubt whom to i)elieve, a statement 
is due. 

Mr. Regenslturg produces no 
proof to back his assertions, not 
even a copy of the resignation he 
claims to hive sent me. I have 
Mr. Reeensburg's letter of August 
17th, still in the envelope in which 
it came, together with the resig- 
nation of the Moving Picture Com- 
mittee. I have all of Mr. Reg- 
ensburg's letters on file, and he or 
anyone he may designate is at 
liberty to go through the files and 
see if he can find the alleeed resig- 
nation. 

.More than this: I have a letter 
from a member of the Executive 
Committee stating that he had re- 
'•"'■/ed a communication from Mr. 
• nsburg under date of August 
7. JO, in which he offered to vote for 
Cleveland. Now, Mr. Regensburg, 
if, as yo'.j claim, you sent nle your 
resignation from the Executive 
Committee on August I7th, why 
did yon on August 23d offer to vote 
for Cleveland as a member of the 
same Executive Committee? 

As to the "sudden decision" to 
remove him, the fact is that I had 
made up my mind to remove him 
fully two weeks before I maile^l 
him the letter of dismissal on Au- 
jtnst 21et, and I carried a draft of 
the letter of dismissal in my pocket 
a week before sending it. I can 
prove this by witnesses if required. 
But even If the resignation had 
b«»en received, it would not have 
been accepted. There was ample 
ground for my action in the reasons 
given in the letter of removal. In 
a personal letter accompanying the 
letter of disstnissal the motives that 
governed ray action were given in 
part as follows : 

•* Mr. O. H. Regensljurg — My 
dear Sir : It is with sincere regert 
that I write and send you the en- 
closed letter.

A tme time, the members 

made a careful and continual study 
of inaurance matters and came to 
the conclusion that the rates found- 
ed on the American .

The 
old line companies operate by this 
table, which, by the way, also 
forms the basis of the business of 
the Order of Golden Seal. 

The negotiations with the New 
York headquarters covered some 
time, the deaf making the flat- 
ffKtted stand that they should under 
no circumstances be set down as a 
hazardous class or in any way t)e 
considered as different from the 
hearing people. A compromise was 
effecteil on that tmsis, whereby the 
Grand Council will insure only up 
to $1,000, till the Grand Conclave 
meets and amends the by-laws 
This agr»-ement was put down in 
black and white, under the seal of 
the Order, 

As is well known, the fraternal^ 
insurance laws of New York are 
the strictest and l»est in the United 
State(». The standintr of the Order 
of the Golden Seal will lie under- 
stood, when it is mentioned that its 
reserve fond is nearly three million 
dollars. 

In retiring from the Order of 
Americans, we can only mention it 
with gratitude, for we coold not 
have climbed one rung up the lad- 
der if the Americans had not liberal- 
ly 1 the deaf and so given 
th» j.jKjrt unity to prove their 
worth through a record that, on 
investigation, proved satisfactory to 
the New York Society.

It is proponed to create a tuemuiia I 
to the late Rev. Thomas tia|laud«i, 
D.D.t by the erection of a ParUb 
Bnildiug for St, Ann's CUfUrob foi 
Deaf-Mutesi The present Church 
is situated ou 148th Street, just weat 
of Amsterdaui Avenue, and is built 
Bome tweuty-llve feet back from the 
Hue of the -street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a boildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a faoada 
to the church editioeand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. tiallaudet 
hoped duiiug his lifetime to see the 
erection of thiH buildiuK, which 
would have completed the charoh 
with which his uau-e nn» always 
been assovii^tf d. this was not pei - 
mitted, aud it is suggested as a 
most fitting meiuorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly fur 
the deaf aiatM. 

The new buildipg will oeeupy • 
plot of ground about fOrty-^Te feet 
along the street front aud tvreuty- 
fire feet ia depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud ^ill be used tor the social, re- 
Ugioits and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mates of New Vork. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $80,000, aud the baildiag 
itself, in its position aud purpose^ 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life wi^ devoted tu th« 
silent peoples.
